a check. The$ drew pistols on Al- 
vln Shattuck, cashier and then 
Rousaville stepped out of sight In 
a vault and fired 
a shotgun. 
Earle's attention was attracted and 
he, too, joined in the shooting, 
using a rifle. 
The men started to run out of 
the bank but McClure was drop- 
ped with a bullet through his. 
body. 
A short time later two strange 
men left Alto in an automobile 
and headed for Nacogdocheg and 
officers believed they might have 
been companions of McClure and 
his partner. 
J. A. Shattuck, 
cashier, laid 
McClunKame into the ba»k soon 
after it opened for business. 
"I asked him twice what he 
wanted and he did not answer 
me," Shattuck said. 
"He looked all around the bank 
and left. 
I told Mr. Rounsaville 
about it, and we decided .that we 
would be on our guard if he came 
back. 
"Mr. Rounsavllle went to the 
vault, where he kept a aawed-off 
shot gun, and waited. 
'"About 8:45 McClure 
came 
back and had another man with

—(ff) — President Roosevelt 
asked American industry to- 
day for "immediate co-oper- 
ation to secure increase in 
wages and shortening of 
hours." 


It is the immediate task 


of industry to re-employ more peo» 
pic at purchasing wages and- to do 
it now," he declared. 
Speaking to several thousand 
members of NRA's code authori- 
ties, assembled in Constitutional 
Hall for a three-day review of tho 
industrial 
control program, 
he> 


warned that "the government can- 
not forever continue to absorb 
the whole burden of unemploy- 
ment." 
He called for greater protection 


of small business, terming the code 
authority "the keeper of your 
small industrial brother." 
He said the anti-trust laws "must 
continue in their major purpose, 
of retaining competition and pre- 
venting monopoly." 
He demanded that "every corpor- 
ation in the United States" give lt« 
workers free choice to organize) 
themselves and emphasized that 
'those two words 'free choice' 
mean just what they say.' 
Saying he knew industry with 


few exceptions would give whole- 
hearted complance, the president 
warned that in these exceptions 
"the government itself must and 
will under the law move firmly 
and promptly to prevent failure. 
He contended that industry must 
keep to "the lowest schedule of 
prices on which higher wages and 
increasing 
employment can 
be, 
•Maintained." 
In conclusion, the president told 
of a tleegram from Francis M., 
Law, president of the American 
Banking Association, which said 
the national banking structure waa 
"sound and liquid." There is a defi- 
nite call, said the message, "for a 
most sympathetic attitude toward 
legitimate credit." 
Can't Stop Them. 
Thereupon, Mr. Roosevelt de- 
parted from his prepared text to 
say: 


"If the banks come along, my 
friends, we'll have the three great 
elements in American life working: 
togther, industry, agriculture and 
banks, and then we can't stop." 
Because the number of Indus. 
trlalists attending was so huge that 
two overflow halls had been press- 
ed into service, the chief executlva 
accompanied by Hugh S. Johnson 
went from Constitution Hall to the 
other gathering to speak a word 
directly to those who had heard 
his address only through ampli- 
fiers. 
"I am glad to greet you," tha 
president said to his second au- 
dience. 
He added that he did not know 
whether his listeners had heard 
his address In the main assembly 
room "but I'll tell you a secret. 
It is the longest speech I have 
made in all the past year. I said 
what I believe." 
He expressed 
the belief that 
"these meetings 
in 
Washington 
where we can be frank and call 
each other by right names" would 
do much toward aiding recovery.

ROOSEVELT TO BUSINESS MEN 


OF NATION TO AD RECOVERY 


WASHINGTON, March 5.— 
The presidents' text today as he 
addressed the NRA code authori- 
ties: 
Eight and a half months ago 
when I signed the recovery act I 
said, "Must we go on in many 
groping, * disorganized, 
scperate 


units to defeat, or shall we move 
as one great team to victory."

to the distressful situation trom 
which the nation is emerging or a 
recapitulation of the events the 
measures and the results of this 
past year. You are here as thp 
direct representatives of only one. 
element in our complex' modern 
life but at the same time because 
of the fine spirit you have shown 
shows an understanding of the 
many other problems which criss- 
cross and dovetail into each other 
to make up the "broad objective of 
the American people. 


Dancers Selfish Ideal*. 
It is Eufficient for me to point 


out one* more that tn« difficult 


and dangerous situation Intov/hlch 
the United States had got itself 
was due to the general attitude, 
"every man for himself; the dev- 
il take the hindmost." Individual* 
were sceknng quick riches at the 
expense of other Individuals. Ge- 
ographical sections were seeking 
economic preference for 
them- 
selves to the disadvantage of oth- 
er sections, cities were reckless- 
ly offering Inducements to manu- 
facturing plants to move away 
from other cities. Within given 
industries unfair competition went 
on unheeded or resulted in vast 
consolidations 
whose 
securities 


were peddled to the public at dis- 
honest prices. 
There was little 


consideration for the social point 
*f view and no planning whatso- 
ever to avoid tho pitfalls of over-, 
production or of selling mothort* 
which foisted articles on a gulli- 
ble public, which the family bud- 
get could not afford.

BankNote Bill 


WASHINGTON, March .—— 
After repulsing democratic insurg- 
ents, the house today passed the 
senate-approved Fletcher - Steagall 
bill to permit continuance of the 
use of government bonds to back 
federal reserve note currency- 
It now goes to the president. 
The insurgents' offensive .to lim- 


it the measure to one year collaps- 
ed after Representative Sumners 
(D-Tx) told the house that if the 
country began to believe congress 
was not supporting the president 
the economic 
recovery 
program 
would be endangered. 


The measure extends for one 
year permission to us government 
bonds to back federal reserve notes 
and empowers the president to ex- 
tend it for an additional year.

by 
Representative 
Brown (D-Ky), one of the Insurg- 
ents, to limit the bill to a year of,

TURN TO AMERICA 


In agreeing on President 


Roosevelt as arbiter in an 
effort to settle their century- 
old boundary dispute, Peru 
and Ecuador seem to reflect 
an improvement in the rela- 
tions between the United 
States and feajin America. 


The president is to be call- 


ed on to decide the issue in 
the event two negotiating 
commissions being sent to 
Washington fail to reach a 
settlement. 


The dispute had its in- 


ception in 1830 when Ecu- 
ador 
became 
a separate 


state. It relates to territory 
around the headwaters of 
.the Amazon river, lying be- 
tween the Morpna, Mara- 
non, Napo and Pilcomayo 
rivers. In 1910, the contro- 
versy was 'submitted to the 
king of Spain for arbitra- 
tion. 
The Spanish ruler, 


however, withdrew without 
making an award. In 1924, 
a protocol was drawn up 
providing for the sending of 
commissions to Washington 
to discuss the adjustment of 
the dispute, and. in th 
event of disagreement, leav- 
ing to the American presi- 
dent arbitral decision of the 
points involved. Until recent- 
ly, however, no action in 


! carrying out the terms of 
jthe protocol had been taken.

GERMANY WAKING UP 


Additional evidence that 


the protests caused abroad 
by Germany's treatment of 
the Jews are bearing fruit 
is seen in the order issued 
by Dr. Wilhelm Frick, min- 
ister of interior, for the pro- 
tection jf Jews lawfully en- 
gaged in business.. 
The order was delivered 


to th'i administrative offi- 
cers of the reich and ts tbc 
governors of the various 
states. It indicates that the 
government is giving serious 
study to the dangers to trade 
and industry that would at- 
tend displacing the Jews en- 
gaged in business. 


"To make laws is exclu- 


sively a prerogative of the 
reich government,'* says the 
Frick order. 
"So far. the 


government has not outlaw- 
ed German Jews from busi- 
ness enterprise, and unless 
it does public authorities 
must support the law as it 
stands." It emphasizes that

tion was necessary for na-
